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1 . (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A communication system for controlling use of 
program related element in a user system including a memory, processor and input 
devices for storing the program related element and for executing a program or 
operating on data associated with the program related element and wherein a program 
related element includes at least one of a program, data or a combination of a program 
and data, the communication system comprising: 
in a user system, 

an acc e ss controll e r a memory for g e n e rating re quests for acc e ss 
to th e program rel at e d e lement and fo r contro l ling acc e ss to th e' program related 
el e m e nt, -a nd 

in a host fac ili t y , 

— a- m e mory for storin g 

■ — an authorizat i on k e y cont rol li n g acc e ss by the-treer syste m 

to t he program r e lat e d e l eme nt, and 

- — — • an associated access definition i ncluding 

storing an access definition including a period of use <• 

definition defining a period in which the user system may access tho program related 
element, and 

an access controller for generating requests or access to the 
program related element and for controlling access to the program related element, 
wherein «• 

the hostfac ttt ty b e ing access controller is responsive 

to the period of use definition for generating a request for access to the program related 
element ffandH only during a period defined by the period of use definition, 
in a host facility, 

a memory for storing 

an authorization key controlling access ty the user system 
to the program related element, 

the host facility being responsive to a request for access to the program 
related element associated access d e fin i t i on for communicating the authorization key ■©- 
to a n d at l e ast parts o f th e associat e d acc e ss d e fin i tion to th e us er syst e m wh e n ■©• 
r e qu i r e m en ts of th e associat e d acc e ss definition ar& - m e fr the user system, and <• 
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the access controller being responsive to the authorization key and the 
parts o f t he assoc iated- use d e fin i t i on for allowing the user system access to the 
program related element in conformance with the parts of the associated use definition. 

2. (ORIGINAL) The communication system of claim 1 wherein: 

the program related element is resident in the usersyr;tem. 

3. (ORIGINAL) The communication system of claim 1 wherein: 

the program related element is loaded into the user system from a host 

system. 

4. (ORIGINAL) The communication system of claim 1 wherein: 

the program related element is transmitted into the user system from a 
second user system. 

5. (ORIGINAL) The communication system of claim 1 wherein: 

the program related element is a program, 
the authorization Key is an unlocking key, and 

the access controller is responsive to the unlocking <ey for permitting 
access to the program related element. 

6. (ORIGINAL) The communication system of claim 1 whenein: 

the authorization key is a decryption key, 

the program related element is encrypted, and 

the access controller include a decryption mechanism responsive to the 
decryption key to decrypt the program related element to provide the decrypted 
program related element to the user system. 

7. (ORIGINAL) The communication system of claim 6 wherein: 

the program related element is generated and encrypted in a second user 

system, 

the program related element is transmitted to the user system, and 
an authorization key and associated access definition corresponding to 
the program related element is generated and stored in the host facility in association 
with the generation and encryption of the program related element. 

8. (ORIGINAL) The communication system of claim 1 wherein: 

the access definition includes at least one of a start daae/time and an end 
date/time defining a period in which access to the program related element is permitted. 
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9. (ORIGINAL) The communication system of claim 1 wherein: 

the access definition includes at least one user period defining at least 
one corresponding access period during which the user system may access the 
program related element and wherein the access controller is responsive to an access 
period for terminating access to the program related element at the- expiration of the 
access period. 

10. (ORIGINAL) The communication system of claim 1 wherein: 

the access definition includes conditions to be satisfied before the user 
system may access the program related element. 

11. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A method for controlling use cf program related 
element in a user system including a memory, processor and input devices for storing 
the program related element and for executing a program or operating on data 
associated with the program related element and wherein a progran related element 
includes at least one of a program, data or a combination of a program and data, the 
method comprising the steps of. 

in a host facility, 

storing an authorization key controlling access by the user system 
to the program related element and an as soc iated access definition including a period 
of use definition defining a period in which the user system may access the program 
related element, 

in the user system, 

storing the access definition including the period of use definition 
defining a period in which the user system may access the program: related element. 

reading the access definitiojvand generating a request for access 
to the program related element only during a period defined bv ihe p eriod of use *- 
definition . <- 
in the host facility, 

responding to a request for access to the program related element 
and to th e associated accc3 S d e fin i t i on -by communicating the authorization keyand^t 
teast-parte of to the associat e d acc e ss d e finition to th e us e r syst e m - wh e n re qui re m e nts 
of th e associated access definiti on a r e met user system , and -o- 
in the user system, 
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responding to the authorization key and th e parts of the assoc i ated 
us e d efini tion for by allowing the user system access to the program related element 
i n conformance with the parts of th e associ a ted us e d e finition . 

12. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 11 wherein: 

the program related element is resident in the user system. 

13. (ORIGINAL) The method of daim 11 further comprising :he step of: 

loading the program related element into the user system from a host 

system. 

14. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 11 further comprising ihe step of: 

transmitting the program related element into the us^r system from a 
second user system. 

15. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 11 wherein: 

the program related element is a program, 
the authorization key is an unlocking key, and 

the user system is responsive to the unlocking key for oermitting access 
to the program related element. 

1 6. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 1 1 wherein: «• 

the authorization key is a decryption key, 
the program related element is encrypted, and 

the user system responsive to the decryption key to decrypt the program 
related element to provide the decrypted program related element to the user system. 

17. (ORIGINAL) The communication system of claim 16, further comprising the 
steps of: 

generating and encrypting the program related element in a second user 

system, 

generating and storing an authorization key and associated access 
definition in the host facility in association with the generation and encryption of the 
program related element, and 

transmitting the program related element to the user system. 
18- (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 11 wherein: 

the access definition includes at least one of a start da^e/time and an end 
date/time defining a period in which access to the program related element is permitted. 
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19. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 11 wherein: 

the access definition includes at least one user period defining at least 
one corresponding access period during which the user system may access the 
program related element and wherein the user system is responsive to an access 
period for terminating access to the program related element at the*expiration of the 
access period. 

20. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 11 wherein: 

the access definition includes conditions to be satisfied before the user 
system may access the program related element. 

21. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A communication system for transmitting at 
least one of the program, the data, and a combination of the program and data from a 
host facility to a communication terminal device, comprising: 

an input device for inputting instructions to execute the program or to 
process the data; 

storage means for storing the program, the data, or a combination of the 
program and data; 

executing means for executing the program stored in said storage means 
or executing data processing by using the data stored in said storage means, in 
accordance with instructions from said input device; 

clock means for k ee pina a clock means for pred e t e rmined tracking a time 
p e r i od -a ft er said e x e cut i ng means i s a l lowed of occurrence of instructions to execute 
the program stor e d i n - said storag e -m e ans or or process the data:

the host facility is responsive to the request for an authorization key 
to provide the authorization kev to the access controller, a nd wherein 

the access controller is responsive to the authorization kev for granting 
access to execute the program or process the data, and 

Interfering with execution of the program and processing of the data 
when the authorization kev Is not provided from the host facility . 
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
